THE HUMAN MACHINE 

The motor car jfoes, but 
what makes it ffo? The answer 
is not as simple as it might ap 
l)ear to be. Mos^ of us have ex 
pcrienced the failure of the 
motor's engine to run smooth 
ly, and, on such occasions we 
have realized how little wc 
know about what makes the 
engine go, or what causes it 1 
misbehave. 

The human body works like 
an engine. It is, however, much 
more diffit^ult to find out what 
makes it go, or why it gets oiH • 
of order. We cannot take the 
pafts out and examine them, 
nor ^an we stop the human ma¬ 
chine and start it up again. 

It is remarkable how well and 
liow efficiently the lx>dy mach¬ 
ine does its work, how effectiv¬ 
ely the various organs of the 
l)ody are designed to do the par 
ticular work which they arc 
called upon to perform. 

Th blood carries oxygen to 
every one of the millions of 
cells which make up the tissuer. 
and organs. In the normal l)ody 
there is nejver a lack of oxygen, 
Ijecause a large reserve is av¬ 
ailable. This is true in spite of 
the fact that when the body is 
hard at work, the need for oxy¬ 
gen is greatly increased. Thr 
demand is met by an increase 
In the rate of breathing and In 
the*' amount of blood flowing 
through the lungs. In this way, 
the additional amount of oxy¬ 
gen required la picked up by 
the blood from the air in the 
lungs. 

The red blood cellg are the 
actual carriers of the oxygen. 
When the demand for oxygn is 
low, a portion of the red cells 
is withdrawn from the circula¬ 
tion, and these are kept in the 
spleen ready to come out, a ta 
momentV notice, to meet any 
demand 11 at arises for more 
okygen. 

Blood is sent where it is need 
ed. The heart, by increasing 
the rate of its l)eats, increases 
flhe rapidity of flow of the 
blood. Blood vessels dilate when 
the need for blood increases in 
the muscles or in the organs 
supplied by the blood vessels. 
The dilation of the blood vess¬ 
els diverts the blood to the 
parts where it is needed. After 
a meal, an increased supply of 
blood is given to the digestive 
system through the dilatiton of 
the alxlominal blood vessels, an^ 
at such times, we become drow¬ 
sy because, as a resulf of send¬ 
ing additional blood to the ad- 
dominal region, the blood supply 
to the brain ig diminished. 

The blood carrie.*; not onlv ox¬ 
ygen, but food, and, in addition 
fhe powerful substances secret 
ed by certain organs which 
have mucli to do in regulating 
the growth and functioning of 
the whole body. 


If man is to keep his body 
working smoothly, he must do 
his part. Uonsonable attention 
gi|ven to the human machine is 
rewarded by the increased hap¬ 
piness that comes with a heal¬ 
thy lx>dy. Abuse leads to the 
misery resulting from the trou¬ 
bles which come from a poorly 
working machine.

The business man or manu¬ 
facturer whose hope for the fu¬ 
ture is wrapped up in an ex- 
l>ected return to pre-war nor¬ 
malcy is out on a limb.
